Washington, Ootobw »— The cen- 
ter of peace developments has shifted- 
today from Washington to Versailles. 
The military authorities there repre- 
senting the United States and all the 
Allies -will tell Austria how she can 
obtain an immediate peace on the 
basis ()f unconditional surrpndcr. 
Tliej' will frame for the Hpiimvul nr 
veto of the "hlg four" of llic Snpr inue 
connoll and F'leld Mnrtlial Kocli. roiii- 
nmndor-ln-rlilef of tlic .\llic>(l aniilcs. 
Ilic Kiiiiraiilcos which nnisl arcdni- 
panv any armlRllcp airan-'i'.l witti 
(ipiinany. 

The voting niPiiibcrs of the "big 
four" are President Wilson, repre- 
sented In person by Col. K. M. House; 
Premier Lloyd Oeorge of Oreat Brit- 
ain, Premier Cleraenceau of Prance 
and premier Orlando of Italy. The 
vote of President Wiolson can be cast 
by Col. House, but on matters of su- 
preme Importance it^ls expected to 
be cast by cable, as the White House 
will be in direct communication with 
Paris diirini; all the deliberations.

Siirender to the .Mlied forces of tl.e 
liiK .Austrian t;nn and mnnltion cen- 
ters so that the Uerman supply <.t 
.Anstrian-made war supplies would be 
ended. _ 

Surrender to the Allies of all naval 
forces and the big Austrian naval 
bases in the Adriatic to be held until 
the peace council determines the af- 
ter- war naval plans. 

Permission for the removal of Al- 
lied troops through Russia for such 
use against Qennany as Marshal Foch 
may delre.

The moat notable political epiaode of the past week was Presi- 
dent Wilson's appeal to the votera of the country to elect a Denm- 
cratic House and Senate. 

The effect of this address from the White House will be to make 
the last week of the Congressional campaign aa exciting aa the in- 
fluenza and other unusual circumstances will permit. 

The l^urden of the Tresident's appeal was the ery that has liceii 
1 sed by the Democratic managers this fall — that failure by the voters 
c f the nation to return a Democratic Honae and Senate -would be 
. accepted as repudiation of the leadership of Mr. Wilson in the pro. 
secution of the war. 

This contention, however, docs not come with very good grace 
from a national administration which has been supported so con- 
sistently and so loyally by Republicans, as well as by Democrats. The 
records show that as a matter of absolute fact the Uepiililicins in 
Congress have stood more firmly by the President in his war mea- 
sures than have the members of his own party. 

Tills is ably ])oinle(l out liy Senator I.od^e in Ills reply to flie 
President. Further, as Senator Lodge well .says, this is not the I'res- 
ident'a war. Tt is not the war of the Democratic or Republican par- 
ty. It is llie i>eople's war and llie people will be the controlling and 
moving ]>ower beliind it unto the end, regardless of which party 
happens lor the time being to be in the majority in the national 
council chambers. 

Senator Lodge, continuing his argument, stated some pertinent 
facts plainly when lie said: 

"If the Republiean party controls the House we can 
point out some of the things tliey will do. They will replace 
Mr. Dent, of Alabama, at tin' head 'of the Military Affairs 
Committee with .liilius Kahn, to wlioiii the adiiiiiiistration 
waa obliged to Imii for assistanee to take charfje of any 
carry the first Ih-af t hill against Mr. Dent 's opposition. They 
will put a Republican at the head of the Ways and Means 
Coniinittee as leader of tiie House instead of Mr. Kilcliin, 
of North Carolina, who voted against the war. They will 
give the country a Speaker who did not oppose and would 
' iieviT oppose a draft bill, and who would never say, as 

Speaker Clark did that 'Tliere is preeious little dilVerenee 
between a eonseript and a eonvict.' 

"Although the liepiibliuaus of the House are in the minor- 
ity, they cast more actual votes on seven great war mea- 
sures than the Deiuoeratie nia.jorily was able to do. Wliat 
is the record of the Senate .' On 51 roll culls on war mea- 
sures between April 6, 1917, and the 29th day of May, 1918, 
the votes east by TJepublicins in favor of such measures 
were 72 per cent, wiiile only (IH per cent, of tiie votes east 
on the Democratic side ^vere in favor of such measures. 
Those were tlie the Presidi nt's own measures. Does that 
record look as if we iiad hampered himT The Republiean 
in Congress supported the administration policies since the 
war with a unanimity and an absence of crticism unpre- 
cedented in party history. ' 

"There arc some doiiic ;tie ipirstions where ^ve should 
undoubtedly dilTer from the course pursued by the adminis- ' 
tration. "We should not, for example, fix a price on the 
farmer's wheat and leave the planter's cotton untouched. 
Another Democratic question in which the Republican party 
believes thoroughly its eeonomie preparation for the com- 
ing of peace and they are clearly of the opinion that the 
Congress of the United States should not be excluded from 
that great task." 

President Wilson's course in this matter is unfortunate. As his 
ardent friend and supporter. The New York World aays, granting 
that hia argument is bound, he is not the man who should have madi> 

Mr. Wilson is now the President of the whole people. Aa the 
it lion's chief executive, it is natural that he should desire the 
bupport of a House and Senate politically in sympathy with his 
^iews, but it is not becoming in a President to publish personally 
a partisan appeal such as that which Mr. Wilson issued on Friday, 
especially in view of the assault whioh it made on public men in an- 
other party who have given him loyal and undivided support since 
the war bewail.

. VERYSATISFACTORY 

Despite Burden of .Tues and tbe 
iJoaring prlfei— ^Mldimmmer Ac- 
tiTitr Indicated Br Angnat 
StatlatieB. 

"TTie mldaummor activity of the to- 
bacco manufacturing trade of the 
United States^ seema to bave bcon 
quite gatUfactory, according to the of- 
ficial Government Btatistlca for tho 
month of Aiipiist. UHS. dpsplte the 
fact that lluMf has liocn an unmlstak- 
alile tendency t(i ciirtiiil production 
since the war taxi's wont into offcrt a 
year ago. Closi' sliidonls of trade 
conditions declare' that wluMi the new- 
war taxes ari> aildi-d the l)oost in 
prices of all kinds of tobacco proilucts 
-which 1» certain to follow will bring 
about a etlU greater shrinkage in the 
demand. Th^ Btatistics repreaejitlng 
the production in the various lines for 
the past year, however, fall to Indicate 
that the tobacco industry will fall 
apart because of tax burdens, and n 
general feeling of optimism aeems to 
prevail among the tra^e. notwlth- 

• standing the perplexing problems 
caused hy the unsettled conditloiiB. 

While ill! Iiranelies of the industry | 
have been rather heavily taxed and I 
the Increase in tho priee of cigars pro- 1 
bably proportionately greater tlian in 
other lines, it is Inleroslini; io note | 
that there has been a slow but grail- 
ual Improvenienl tlirousliout the cur- 
rent year, the August output being the 
largest since last April, while the 
collections of Internal revenue were 
the greatest of any mont||^ on cigars 
since laat January. .The elimination 
.of the Class A cigar, made to retail 

' ^at 4 cents or less. Is shown by the fact 
that the production has decreased 
steadily, while those of the other 
classes show record outputs In Au- 
gust. 

ClRarottes have tailed to niainlain 
tlieir former ratio of monthly i;ainf 
bpt still inaiKiiie to mount upward a' 
a slower rate.

.A niKli order lor materials for the 
manufacture of :'.,Siin comfort kits for 
our KoldierK over.-<eas lias been dis- 
patched to WasliinKion, in order that 
llio local unit of the lied Cross can 
Kot busy on the making up and have 
them ready for shipment to France 
at as early date as possible. 

The order concerning the need of. 
kits and. explaining why they are not 
to be fllled in this county Is as fol- 
lows: 

"All articles not absolutely essen- 
tial to the comfort and well being of 
the men have been excluded from this 
list. The War Department has ruled 
that men will not be allowed to take 
comfort kits with them. 

"As practically all articles con- 
tained In the lied Cross comfort kit 
can be obtained hy llie men in the 
eauips and eaiitiinmeiits in tho I'nited 
Stales, llie lieii Cross has deeidod not 
to dislrihule eunil'iirt kits to men for 
use in lliis country. The Rod Cross 
Hill, hdwevi r, lie ffalile to arrange for 
shipment oyersens, through the regu- 
lar freight channels, of a large quan- 
tity of comfort kits for distribution 
through Its foreign commissions. We 
have decided to make such shipments 
because we feel that under conditions 
exislting over there our kits provide 
additional comfort fbr the men which 
Is really appreciated, and that the 
expenditure of funds for kits to be 
distributed In this way Is fully lustl- 
fiable."
